U.S. Planning 
Radio Station 
ToOfttsetIsms 


House Naval Committee To 
Consider Plans at Meet- 
ing Monday. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—(/)— 
A presidentially - approved pro- 
posal that the government build a 
powerful radio station to offset 
Fascist and.Communist broadcasts 
to Central and South America is 
scheduled to be considered Mon- 
day by the house naval com- 
mittee. 


President Roosevelt and _ three 
government departments — war, 
navy and interior—have approved 
the proposal on the ground it 
would “strengthen the bonds of 
good-will and friendship” between 
this country and the rest of the 
Americas. 


Representative Celler, Democrat, 
New York, author of legislation to 
authorize the project, contends 
Fascist and Communist govern- 
ments are “growing bolder every 
day” in their dissemination of 
radio propaganda, particularly in 
Central and South America. 

“Surely some antidote is neces- 
sary,” Celler said. “Every nation 
but our own can defend itself over 
the air against foreign and un- 
friendly attacks.” 

Some house members criticized 
the project, however, contending 
the station would be used to spread 
“administration propaganda” both 
at home and abroad. 

The station would be operated 
jointly by the Navy and Interior 
Departments, the latter to be in 
charge of the programs. 

Naval. officials estimated it 
would cost’$1;200,000 to build and 
about $160,000 annually to op- 
erate.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., May 
13.—(#)—The state board of re- 
gents voted today to lease 13,000 
acres of federal land in Putnam 
county for use as a field research 
laboratory. 

The land, it was announced, will 
be utilized for experimental work 
under a plan of Chancellor S. V. 
Sanford, of the Georgia Univer- 
sity System, “in line with the re- 
gents’ program to further devel- 
opment of Georgia.” 

The land, a part of more than 
100,000 abandoned acres in the 
Putnam county section taken over 
by the government several years 
ago as a part of its resettlement 
program, will be leased to the 
state for a 50-year period. The 
regents will be permitted to ex- 
tend the lease indefinitely.

The company had 
been ordered to reinstate 5,000 
employes dismissed after last sum- 
mer’s “little steel” strike. 

Judges Buffington, Davis and 
Thompson restrained the board 
from “taking any steps or proceed- 
ings” in the case until the certi- 
fied record is filed in the court. 

“That ruling makes national his- 
tory,” declared Mortimer Gordon, 
of Republic’s attorneys.

Trip Interpreted as Sign He 
Fears Appeasement 
Is Near. 


LIONDON, May 13.—Sir Robert 
Vansittart, British undersecretary 
of state, was reported tonight to 
have .warned Konrad Henlein, 
leader of Czechoslovakia’s 3,500,- 
000 Sudeten Germans, to “go easy” 
lest he precipitate a. war that 
might quickly involve Great Brit- 
ain and France. 

Britain’s attitude toward the 
Czech-Nazi crisis was understood 
to have been forcefully laid be- 
fore Henlein when the “Czecho- 
slovak Hitler” dined with Van- 
sittart at Henlein’s well-guarded 
hotel here. 

Henlein, who is on a flying visit 
to London to win support for the 
Sudeten autonomy demands, had 
lunch.today. with Winston Church- 
ill and was reported to have told 
the Independent Conservative 
leader that he ‘will'resist any: Ger- 
man move to make Czechoslovakia 
“another Austria.” 

Czech Official Consulted. 

Only a short time before . his 
dinner engagement with Henlein 
the British undersecretary of 
state had been in conference with 
the Czechoslovak minister to Lon- 
don. 

Henlein was said to have been 
told that the British public would 
not support his most extreme au- 
tonomy demands, already before 
the Prague government, because 
they threaten to create a danger- 
ous situation and perhaps war. 

If the extreme demands are 
pressed, Henlein was warned, 
Czechoslovakia will resist by force 
with French support, under the 
Franco-Czech mutual assistance 
pact, and Britain could not ignore 
such. a situation. 

The Czech Nazi chieftain, al- 
though avowedly a supporter of 
German national-socialism, was 
understood to have pointed out to 
British leaders his own ambitions 
depend on resistance to any Ger- 
man intervention which might 
lead to war or the dismemberment 
of his country. 

He wants, it was said, to obtain 
an individual Sudeten - minority 
agreement with the Prague gov- 
ernment, by peaceful means if 
possible, in order that he may 
establish himself as “the Fuehrer 
of Bohemia” with broad autonomy 
powers.

LONDON, May 13.—(By Wire- 
less)—-The presence of Konrad 
Henlein in London is giving rise 
to conjectures of the widest di- 
vergence. For the moment, noth- 
ing very definite regarding the 
object of his visit can be said, but 
certain circles see a personal dra- 
ma’ behind the sudden dash to 
England by the leader of Czecho- 
slovakia’s Sudeten Germans. 

The visit is interpreted as a 
sign that Henlein fears the inter- 
ests of his followers:may be sub- 
ordinated to the exigencies of high 
international policy and that the 
weight of the British demarche by 
Ambassador Sir Neville Hender- 
son in Bérlin may- possibly relax 
the pressure on the Czech gov- 
ernment. Circles close to the Brit- 
ish government believe the An- 
glo-Italian understanding and the 
immense rearmament program of 
this country are making the Nazi 
government read and listen to 
what Whitehall has to say. 

Doesn’t Want Appeasement. 

The result of all this may be 
that the Sudeten German question 
may be allowed to recede some- 
what into the background as. a 
result of the appeasement. policy 
sponsored by Great Britain. This 
is what Henlein is determined at 
all costs to avoid. 

The ‘Evening Standard tonight 
makes a‘ considerable splash on 
the front page with a statement 
by its diplomatic correspondent 
that Henlein is visiting London 
under orders from Chancellor Hit- 
ler himself. But this correspondent 
has good reason to believe that is 
inaccurate. The press ministry at 
Berlin stated Thursday nothing 
was known there concerning Hen- 
lein’s journey. 

The Sudeten leader was accord- 
ed a chilly reception in London. 
The foreign office lost no time in 
making clear Henlein was not in 
London on the invitation of the 
British government, and in fact al- 
lowed it to be understood official 
London was ignorant of the object 
of his visit, of which the foreign 
office had not been informed in 
advance. :

MEXICO, D. F.. May 13.—(P) 
Mexico severed diplomatic rela- 
tions with Great Britain tonight. 
_The sovernment’s foreign rela- 
tions department announced the 
withdrawal from London “in view 
of the unfriendly attitude” of the 
British government, and of her 
minister, Primo Villa Michel, and 
the legation staff. 

This country’s drastic action fol- 
lowed Britain’s increasingly sharp 
protests at President Lazaro Car- 
denas’ expropriation March 18 of 
British-owned oi] properties and 
Mexico’s delay in payment to 
Britain of claims growing out of 
Mexican civil wars. 

$400,000,000 Seizure. 

(On March 18 Cardenas took 
over the $400,000,000 British and 
American-owned foreign oil indus- 
try in Mexico.) 

It was expected Great Britain 
would counter immediately with 
withdrawal of her minister to 
Mexico, Owen St. Clair O'Malley. 

O’Malley said this evening he 
had “as yet réceived no advices 
from London. He added that he 
Probably would not decode until 
morning any cable arriving from 
the British foreign office tonight. 

Stiffly Worded Note. 

The British minister was noti- 
fied of Mexico’s decision when he 
called at the foreign office this 
afternoon to receive checks for 
361,737.17 pesos (about $84,518) 
due as an annual installment on 
the civil war Claims.

O’Malley said Foreign Minister 
Edouardo Hay informed him to- 
day of the withdrawal of the Mex- 
ican envoy from London “as a 
matter of politeness,” and said his 
government had been advised 
earlier of the action. 

“The entire matter was handled 
through London,” he said. 

With the checks for the install- 
ment due on the revolutionary 
claims totaling 3,795,697.53 pesos 
(about $892,900), Hay handed 
O’Malley the Mexican reply to 
Britain’s note. 

The reply pointed out that the 
1935 agreement “recognizes Mex- 
ico’s right to defer payments 
through payment of interest on the 
annual payments not covered dur- 
ing the time they remain unpaid.” 

Charge Discrimination. 

Britain’s note had pointed out 
“apparently discriminatory treat- 
ment” by Mexico in favor of the 
United States, “since a similar 
debt was paid punctually to Wash- 
ington.” 

Mexico’s reply declared her of- 
fer to pay the adjusted amount of 
the claims, for destruction of Brit- 
ish property during revolutions 
from 1910 to 1920 was out of po- 
liteness and “not an obligation im- 
posed by international law.” 

To Britain’s assertion that ex- 
propriation of the oil properties 
was “unjustified” in view of “the 
failure of the Mexican government 
to discharge even their existing 
obligations,’ Mexico replied Brit- 
ain had “no right to analyze the 
domestic situation of Mexico.” 

Britain Chided. 

Hay answered the British asser- 
tion that Mexico had piled up a 
huge foreign debt even before the 
expropriation by saying: 

“T allow myself to call to the 
attention of your excellency, in- 


'asmuch as I view it to be perti- 


nent, the fact that even powerful 
states, having at their command 
abundant resources, may not pride 
themselves on being up to date on 
the payment of all their monetary 
obligations.” 

(This was taken as a reference 
to war debts European nations 
owe the United States.) 

A wave of anti-British senti- 
ment was yesterday’s feature in 
the capital following publication 
of the British note claiming that 
immediate payment of the third 
annual installment was due under 
the claims commission. 

Editorial comment in afternoon 
neswpapers said in effect that in 
the annals of diplomacy there was 
no note sent one country by an- 
other between whom friendly re- 
lations existed which was “so ma- 
liciously malevolent.” 

Great Britain had sent two notes 
to Mexico, the one demanding 
payment of the British claims due 
since January 1 and the other re- 
questing return of the British oil 
properties instead of indemnifica- 
tion as proposed by Mexico. 

Stress “Grace” Aspect. 

The. Mexican note in answer to 
the British communiction of May 
11 regarding the claims payment 
for losses incurred due to revolu- 
tion in Mexico between 1910 and 
1920 stressed that the agreement 
regarding the claims was reached 
“by grace” of the Mexican gov- 
ernment since the accord was not 
compulsory under international 
law. The agreement was conclud- 
ed on December 31. 1935. 

One editorialist wrote: 

“The demand for such a minor 
sum—less than 20,000 pounds—Is 
nothing more than a pretext to 
justify an anticipatory hostile at- 
titude regarding a greater matter 
—that of the petroleum conflict. 
If Mexico were among the great 
world powers, the action would be 
sufficient to break relations and 
face the consequences, even to the 
extent of war.” 

ACTION MAY HURT 
AMERICAN CLAIMS 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—(#) 


have unfortunate repercussions: in 
rendering more difficult the set- 
tlement of the American claims to 
compensation for expropriated 
American oil properties. 

When Britain first adopted her 
strong attitude toward the expro- 
priation of the British oil proper- 
ties, some officials believed this 
might help the United States’ posi- 
tion because it would better con- 
trast the good neighbor attitude 
of the United States and induce 
the Mexican government: to adopt 
a more consiliatory view toward 
this country.

CARDENAS’ ORDER 
FELT BY WORLD 

President Cardenas’ order ex- 
propriating all foreign-owned 
propertie® caused repercussions 
around the world,. particularly in 
countries having considerable oil 
interests in Mexico, These includ- 
ed the United States, with an esti- 
mated $200,000,00 stake, Great 
Britain, the Netherlands and Can- 
ada. 

American Ambassador Josephus 
Daniels was in constant communi- 
cation with Washington from Mex- 
ico, D. F., in respect to four Unit- 
ed States oil companies, which 
have large. holdings, including 
Standard Oil Company. 

The administration immediately 
pressed for a modification of the 
expropriation, Secretary Hull ex- 
pressing to Daniels this govern- 
ment’s serious concern. 


Evacuated Workers. 


A few days later, operators of 
the expropriated foreign pe- 
troleum industry rushed evacua- 
tion of American and other for- 
eign workers from isolated areas 
where “Mexico for Mexicans” sen- 
timent mounted. 

March 23, Mexico’s national an- 
them swelled from the throats of 
thousands at Mexico, D. F., as 
overalled workers, congressmen, 
marching women and businessmen 
joined in a huge celebration ac- 
claiming expropriation as ‘“eco- 
nomic liberation.” 

President Cardenas told the 
marchers “Mexico will honor her 
debt with the foreigner.” 

The United States retaliated for 
the expropriation March 27 by 
abrogating its Mexican silver pur- 
chase agreement, effective April 
1. The agreement had been in ef- 
fect since January 1, and had been 
a major factor in maintaining 
stability of Mexico’s currency sys- 


tem. 
Daniels’ Protest. 
Abrogation of the silver pact 
was folowed by a stiff protest by 


Ambassador Daniels.

March 29 by Daniels to Foreign 
Secretary Eduardo Hay. 

President Cardenas immediately 
called an “urgent” session of the 
Mexican congress. 

At that time, British Minister 
O’Malley, who the week before 
had told Mexico that Britain “re- 
served her rights,” declined to 
comment on the United States 
move. 

In The Constitution, April 1, an 
editorial suggested that this coun- 
try purchase Lower California 
from Mexico to satisfy debts of 
the expropriated property.

Meanwhile, S. Davis Wilson, 
mayor of Philadelphia and candi- 
date for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for United States senator, 
asked the senate and house com- 
mittees to send observers to Phila- 
delphia Tuesday. He said he was 
“reliably informed desperate at- 
tempts will be made by certain 
groups in both parties to steal the 
primary election.”

Two of Devastating Attacks 
Leave 200 Dead and 
Wounded. 


BARCELONA, May 14.—(Satur- 
day )—(#)—Insurgent planes raid- 
ed Barcelona twice early today, 
bringing to four. the total of air 
raids within 33 hours. 

The two previous raids took a 
toll of 200 dead and injured. The 
series was the most severe group 
of attacks this capital of govern- 
ment Spain has suffered since 
devastating bombardments in 
March. 

In the first raid today, the In- 
surgent planes swung over the 
city exactly at midnight. Anti- 
aircraft batteries pounded steadily 
for 20 minutes. Flashes of ex- 
ploding shells and the sweep of 
searchlight beams lit. the sky. 

The second raid came an hour 
later. Rooftop observers saw the 
bursting anti-aircraft shells circle 
the city three times, apparently 


marking the course of the bomb- 
ers. 

There was no immediate esti- 
mate of damage in the new at- 
tacks. 

Yesterday a dozen persons were 
killed and 40 wounded in an at- 
tack by six Junkers bombers. Cas- 
ualties Thursday were 48 dead 
and more than 100 injured.

ROUSEVELT BLAMES 
BUSINESS METHODS 


Industry ‘Running Away 
With the Ball,’ Chief Exec- 


utive Declares. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt blamed busi- 
ness methods today for many ex- 
isting economic troubles. Using 
one of his figures of speech, he 
said business had run away with 
the ball. 

He made this statement after a 
reporter had asked, at a press con- 


ference, what he thought of 
charges by his critics that the 
present depression showed his first 
big spending program was a fail- 
ure. He denied the charges. 

Much of today’s conference was 
devoted to discussing the preven- 
tion of swollen inventories, ac- 
cumulations of unsold products. 
The President, who has urged in 
the past that the question be ap- 
proached through consultations 
between government and business, 
told reporters he hoped the prob- 
lem would be_ included in the 
study of anti-trust laws which he 
recently recommended to congress. 

With the problem of unabsorbed 
inventories, the President linked 
that of high prices in some com- 
modies.

5,320,000-Bushel Crop ot Peaches 
Forecast for Georgia This Year 


“Commercial and Agricultural” Production Will Be 95 
Per Cent Over Last Year’s Output, Says Reporting 


Service; Exchange 


ATHENS, Ga., May 13.—(2)— 
The Georgia Crop Reporting Serv- 
ice today estimated production of 
5,320,000 bushels of peaches in 
Georgia, a 95 per cent increase 
over last year’s crop. 

The report said this still would 
be about 9 per cent below the 10- 
year average (1927-36) production 
of 5,824,000 bushels. The 1937 
crop was 2,730,000 bushels, the re- 
port said. 

(The estimate covered both 
“commercial and _ agricultural” 
peach production.) 

“Condition of the peach crop on 
May 1 was 69 per cent, compared 
with 36 per cent a year ago,” the 
report continued. The condition 
of peaches in Georgia orchards 
averaged 64 per cent during the 
10 years in which the production 
average of 5,824,000 bushels was 

t 


et. 

For the 10 peach producing 
states in the south, the 1938 crop 
was estimated at 16,131,000 bush- 
els, compared with 12,316,000 
bushels last year. 

“Tow temperatures,” the report 
said, “caused some damage _ to 
peaches in the northern part of 
the state, but there was little or 
no loss in other important areas. 
General rains during early April 
were beneficial, but additional 
moisture soon will be needed for 
maturing the crop.” 


An indicated production of 1,- 
899,000 bushels of wheat in Geor- 
gia, an increase of about 31 per 
cent over last season and 103 per 
cent above the 10-year average 
production, was reported. 

“This increase is due princi- 
pally to larger acreage,” the re- 
port explained. 

The report said “good to fair 
yields” of oats were in prospect in 
all sections of the state with “the 
exception of t'e dry southeastern

MACON, Ga., May 13.—(/)—wW. 
C. Bewley, manager of the Geor- 
gia Peach Growers’ Exchange, 
said today the report on Georgia 
peaches from the United States 
Department of Agriculture a few 
days ago and from the state crop 


leading. 

“The federal government and 
the state government should state 
in their estimates that they cover 
both the commercial crop and the 
non-commercial crop,” said Mr. 
Bewley. “The reports cover the 
entire production of peaches for 
every purpose. Published without 
qualification, they are misleading 
to the trade, he said. 

The exchange estimated a com- 
mercial crop of 9,680 cars for this 
year. “With only a moderate-size 
commercial crop in prospect, good 
quality, and unusually early ma- 
turity, the crop should be read- 
ily consumed at moderate prices.” 

Mr. Bewley said the govern- 
ment report included “every back- 
yard tree as well as the commer- 
cia’ orchards.” 

He said the commercial crop is 
supposed to be approximately 60 
per cent of the total production, 
and peaches produced in yards or 
on a small scale for private use 
make up the remaining 40 per 
cent. 

Sixty per cent of 5,320,000 bush- 
els is 3,192,000 and on the basis 
of 387 bushels to the car, or equiv- 
alent in half-bushels, the com- 
mercial crop as estimated by the 
reporting services referred to 
would be somewhat less than the 
estimate of the exchange. 

“I know of no good reason why 
the exchange should change its 
estimate at this time,” added Mr. 
Bewley.

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AN ASTOUNDING CHARGE 

Representative Samuel Dickstein, of New 
York, chairman of the house committee on 
immigration, made the charge last Tuesday 
that anti-American activities of Nazi propa- 
gandists in this country are financed by con- 
tributions from American business corporations. 

These corporations, Representative Dickstein 
said at a hearing before the house rules com- 
mittee, are coerced into contributing to the 
Nazi cause through threats that their property 
holdings and business interests in Germany will 
be confiscated by the Hitler government if they 
refuse. 

The charges were backed by Representative 
Byron B. Harlan, of Ohio, who said he could 
name at least one large corporaton that had 
made such contributions under threat. 

The rules committee, at the time, was dis- 
cussing a house resolution by Representative 
Martin Dies, of Texas, providing for a special 
committee of seven to investigate un-American 
propaganda activities in this country, instigated 
from foreign countries. The resolution was 
favorably reported and will be called up in the 
house next Tuesday for action, with strong 
probability it will pass. 

If the charges of Representatives Dickstein 
and Harlan can be substantiated, they consti- 
tute one of the most astounding revelations 
as to the methods and activities of alien groups 
in this country. It is disquieting enough to 
know that enemies of democracy are actively 
seeking to undermine the principles of Amer- 
ican government here, without discovering that 
their subversive activities are actually financed 
by American money. 

_ Yet the method is typical of Nazi practices. 
it is a method that was followed in Germany, 
when Hitler seized power and established him- 
self firmly in the dictator’s saddle. It is similar 
to methods in use today which keep all opposi- 
tion to the Nazi government in terrified sub- 
jection. 

If these charges are true and if evidence can 
be produced before the special committee to 
substantiate them, the United States must un- 
dertake a cleaning that will not only rid this 
country of foreign enemies, but at the same 
time will make it forever impossible for Amer- 
ican corporations, or citizens, to be placed in 
@ position where threats of such nature can 
coerce them into contributing to the enemy 
cause. 

It is bad enough to discover that rats are 
weakening the foundations of your-house, with- 
out being forced to provide special food for 
the fattening of these destructive pests. 


DANGERS OF SUMMER 

The advent of summer and vacation time 
makes timely a warning. For summer and va- 
cations walk hand in hand with death. Death 
in automobiles, in the woods and in the water. 
Deaths which care could prevent. Tragedy 
can be avoided by the application of simple 
precautions. The vast majority of summer acci- 
dents are attributable to causes within the con- 
trol of either the person injured or killed, or 
of friends and companions. 


The number of drownings has been reduced 
considerably during the last 20 years, but the 
Yatality list is still tod high. Water, like fire, 
must be handled with due respect. A thorough 
knowledge of the basic principles of swimming 
should be a requisite for every person ventur- 
ing beyond wading depth. No one should go 
swimming or boating unless accompanied by 
another capable of rescue in the event of un- 
foreseen trouble. These and other precautions 
will save many tragedies this year. 


In the many who wil! venture into the forests 
of the state this summer, will be some who do 
rot realize the value of these timber stands. 
Carelessness with matches and fire will destroy 
thousands of acres of trees unless these people 
can be taught their safety and the safety of 
hundreds of others depend on a maximum of 
caution in the handling of fire. 

These things are brought to the attention 
of all each spring as the vernal season deepens 
into summer, yet each year the procession of 
death and destruction continues practically un- 
abated. It is needless, and if all will pause to 
think before each excursion this summer, the 
toll will drop, and all will get their full measure 
of happiness from the season and its bounties, 
without future regret.

THE FASCISTS IN BRAZIL 

Events in South America this week have 
revealed an inkling of the attempts being made 
to impose on the republics of this hemisphere 
the ideologies of Europe, and the lengths to 
which puppets of European doctrines have been 
forced in attempting to impose their will on 
people who desire, above all else, freedom in 
the American ideal. 

The attempt to seize control of Brazil and 
oust the Vargas government was almost ludi- 
crous. It had all the elements of a comic opera 


in which the stage managership is not of the 


best. The “revolt” did not bear the earmarks 
of a Fascist coup in the striet sense of the word, 
simply because of this amateurism. Yet it was 
participated in by a group of Fascists, and may 
be taken as an indication of that which can 
be expected in the future. Studied attacks in 
the German and Brazilian press are not acci- 
dental. Germany has a great stake in South 
American trade and intends, if possible, to 
maintain and increase that trade through con- 
trolled governments. That Vargas and his re- 
gime have been able to suppress elements which 
seek to overthrow the government by force of 
arms is heartening. But the “revolt” of Wed- 
nesday morning shows that the price of con- 
tinued freedom is eternal watchfulness. 

The Fascists of Europe take advantage of 
the unusual political history and temperament 
of South Americans in seeking their control. 
Revolution is no stranger to these countries, yet 
heretofore they have been but for one purpose: 
transfer of control of power and money. The 
form of.government did not change. No one, 
therefore, is hurt by the change except the 
ousted government. 

Today, however, when revolution succeeds in 
any of the Central and South American coun- 
tries, it must be expected that the form of gov- 
ernment will also change and the nominal free- 
dom of the people be ruthlessly torn away. 

The development of democracy is not an 
overnight growth. The democratic ideal hag 
been pursued now for many years in these 
countries. Yet other doctrines fall on fallow 
ground because of temperament and because of 
a general lack of that educational opportunity 
which in this country is the best guarantee of 
the democratic ideal. 

Essentially these people want liberty as ex- 
emplified in the government of the United 
States. Foreign colonies, in which Germans 
generally are the more numerous, are more 
able to sway sources of public opinion than in 
this country. The United States must soon de- 
cide its attitude toward this developing power 
of interference in the affiars of the nations of 
South America. : 

President Ortiz, of Argentina, has been 
forced to follow Brazil’s Vargas in barring from 
foreign language schools the creeds opposing 
the ideals of the Argentine constitution and 
laws. The decree followed an investigation of 
Nazi influence in the schools of the La Pampa 
territory. Argentina has allowed the schools 
to remain open, while in Brazil the movement 
was more serious and late in April German clubs 
and schools in the states of Santa Catharina 
and Rio Grande de Sul were closed. 

Undoubtedly Germany will find this a new 
excuse to pursue her determination of creating 
a “minorities” problem in South America. Next 
year at the Pan-American conference it must 
be hoped the answer to these inroads and de- 
mands will be propounded for all time. The 
Americas have no stake in Europe. In that 
direction lies war and turmoil. In this hemi- 
sphere lies the hope of world peace and salva- 
tion. 


MUST BE THE TEACHERS 

With all the mechanical development and 
standardization of procedures in this country, 
the human element remains one of the largest 
factors in civilization. 

The best example of this to come to atten- 
tion recently is embodied in the senior high 
school failure study prepared by the Atlanta 
board of education. Not in the failures them- 
selves, but in the figures revealing the wide 


differences in the number of failures occuring 


in the classes of individual teachers. The range 
was from none to 32.3 per cent. In one school, 
the report stated, 3.5 per cent of the students 
failed in Latin, while in another school 20.4 
per cent failed. It cannot be believed that the 
level of student intelligence in one school was 
that much better than the level in the second 
institution. Similar differences existed in other 
studies. 

The burden of failures must rest primarily 
in the student. The examples used are unusual, 
and for that reason illuminating. They do, 
however, stress the fact that in all human rela- 
tions the human element remains a great fac- 
tor. The courses are more or less standardized, 
yet all the humangelements come into play 
and wide variations are the inevitable result.

FUTURE WASHINGTON, May 13.—John W. Hanes

ment, — the Treasury's moldering dust from his feet with the 
remark: 
‘ “I’m tired of the job and I don’t like the way things are run 
ere.” 
But if economists have a hard time at‘ the Treasury, under- 
secretaries must be prepared to face a regular administrative in- 
ferno. Why it should be, no one knows, unless it is because of the 
President’s insistence on running the Treasury in his own way, The 
record simply shows that an undersecretary’s lot is not a happy one, 
and that is all there is to it. 


THE FIRST VICTIM Oddly enough, the first man to serve the 

New Deal as undersecretary of the 
Treasury was the Republican stalwart, Arthur Ballantine, as a 
hold-over from the Hoover era. He stayed on through the first 
days of the 1933 banking collapse, and departed as soon as the crisis 
was over. And of all the men who have held the post in the Roose- 
velt administrations, he was the only man except Henry Morgenthau 
to leave it in peace, with a contented heart. 

The post's first real victim was one of the best public officials 
ever recruited by the President—Dean G. Acheson. Acheson seemed 
to have every qualificati@ for the job. He was intelligent, liberal, 
agreeable, well acquainted with the highways and byways of fi- 
nance, finely equipped to handle difficult economic problems. 

Unhappily, his most difficult problems were not so much eco- 
nomic as personal. In those days, the President was running the 
Treasury himself even more,than he does now, and in such informal 
fashion that Acheson received at least one vitally important com- 
mand at the President’s bedside, between presidential gulps of 
breakfast coffee and the gay shouts and joyous cries of little Sistie 
and Buzzie Dall, who kept interrupting their grandfather by stuff- 
ing their little*hands in his mouth. 

Acheson lasted just six months. He and the President came to 
the parting of the ways on gold policies, which he did not consider 
constitutional. When he was summoned to the White House to be 
handed the executive order on gold, he immediately told the Pres# 
ident that he could not promulgate the order without an opinion 
from the Justice Department. The President replied that he had a 
favorable opinion. Acheson asked to see it. The President said that 
the opinion had been given verbally by the attorney general. 

“I’m sorry, Mr. President,” said Acheson, “but there is no opin- 
ion from the Justice Department which is‘ not a written opinion.” 

That was the end of Acheson, who was treated thereafter as a

BOSTON’S SACRIFICE After Acheson came Henry Morgen- 
hau, then Thomas Jefferson Coolidge, 
then Roswell Magill. Neither Coolidge nor Magill had to go through 
quite as much as Acheson, but their life was far from placid. 
Coolidge, a conservative Boston banker, expected to serve as a 
financial technician. Unfortunately, his political instincts were so 
horrified by the goings-on in the New Deal that a cat on a griddle 
would have had more ease and peace of mind. When Coolidge re- 
turned at last to Boston, to vote Republican in 1936, Magill was 
brought from Columbia to reform the tax system. And now he too 
is going, with a bad taste in his mouth, and the tax system just

CHRIST’S TEST. 

Sunday’s lesson, Mark 10:17-31, 
is the story of the young man— 
sometimes referred to as the rich 
young man—who came to Jesus, 
asking Him what he must do to 
inherit eternal life, The story 
overflows with points of interest 
for any and all who treat serious- 
ly the question of true living. The 
young man’s question calls forth 
Christ’s tests of discipleship—the 
test of activity, the test of aspira- 
tion, the test of allegiance, the test 
of obedience, the test of owner- 
ship, the test of stewardship, the 
test of personal service, the test 
of sacrifice. 

The rich young ruler failed to 
stand these tests, and went away 
from the Saviour in sorrow. He 
could have stood the test if he 
had been willing to transfer his 
affection from earthly things to 
eternal values—if he had been 
willing to master his money in- 
stead of allowing his money to 
master him—if' he had been will- 
ing to take up his cross and follow 
Jesus. 

It is difficult for a man who 
has money and loves money to en- 
ter the kingdom of God, but any 
man, rich or poor, high or low, 
can enter that kingdom if he will 
believe—“all things are possible to 
those who believe in God.” Here 
we have clearly stated the terms 
of salvation—repentance from sin 
and faith in God through Jesus 
Christ His Son. And here we also 
have clearly stated the truth that 
Christ will have all or He will 
have none. There is no halfway 
ground in discipleship. “Ye cannot 
serve God and Mammon.” 

“Then who can be saved?” ask- 
ed the perplexed disciples. Well 
may we ponder their question. 

Christ’s tests may seem hard, 
but only as we think of them in 
terms of trying to justify our- 
selves by our own worth, by our 
own works, by our own wealth.

One of the fleeing convicts is 
Ben Pratt, serving one to five 
years from Fulton county for lar- 
ceny. He participated in a similar 
break several weeks ago but was 
captured after being at liberty 
only a few hours. 

Walton said the auto in which 
the men fled the prison farm was 
found an hour later about 10 
miles from Reidsville. 

The six men with nine others 
were working in a field under 
Guard A. J. Covington, an officer 
with five years service, when one 
of them attacked him from the 
rear and struck him with a hoe 
handle. Covington was not se- 
riously injured, but was dazed and 
when he recovered the convicts 
were fleeing toward the highway. 
They took Covington’s pistol. 

On the highway the men stop- 
ped Mrs. E. B. Henderson, wife of 
another guard, and forced her to 
give them her automobile. Mrs. 
Henderson was not harmed. 

Walton expressed confidence 
tonight that all would be caught. 

“They abandoned their car in a 
swamp and cannot get far on 
foot,” the warden said. “All are 
wearing prison clothing.” 

In addition to Pratt the escaped 
prisoners are: 

William France, serving five to 
seven years from Fulton county 
for burglary; Chris Auglin, serv- 
ing 12 months from Bibb county; 
Olin Boatright, serving two years 
from Habersham county, and Gar- 
nett McIntyre, serving 1? months 
from Elbert county. 

Authorities at Fulton tower and 
at Atlanta police headquarters last 
night after a thorough check of 
criminal records failed to find any 
record or fingerprints of either 
Ben Pratt or William France. The 
state prison board offices were 
closed and a check could not be 
made from this source.

WILL BE REHEARSED 


500 Reserve Officers To Sim- 
ulate ‘Battle’ Launched 
From Southwest. 


A bloodless “battle” which won't | 
cost the government a cent will be | 
“fought” in and around Atlanta | 
this afternoon and early tomorrow | 
morning. 

More than 500 reserve officers, } 
all paying their own expenses, will | 
take part in maneuvers, which will | 
involve an effort to defend the| 
city from a theoretical attack from 
the southwest. 

Beginning at noon today they 
will start to plan their “campaign,” 
surveying the territory and mak- 
ing all preliminary preparations. 
There will be a “staff council” at! 
8 o'clock tonight and then at 4. 
o'clock tomorrow morning the. 
“war” will begin. 

Opposing groups will represent 
theoretical forces aggregating 
more than 200,009 men, and every 
detail of actual fighting conditions 
will be followed as closely as pos- 
sible. 

“Peace” is scheduled for noon 
tomorrow, after which there will 
be a round table discussion of the 
exercises. A review dedicated to 
the reserve officers will be held at 
Georgia Military Academy at 4:30 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. | 

Virtually every branch of the 
army's armed forces will be repre- | 
sented in the maneuvers. These 
include cavalry, infantry, armored 
cars, tanks, air corps, chemical 
units and artillery. 

The exercises will be directed 
by Colonel Clifford J. Matthews. 
instructor of organized reserves in 
the state, with a number of regu-. 
lar army and national guard offi- 
cers acting as “umpires.”

SHOES A NECESSARY EVI 


What kind of shoes do you r 
ommend for a 14 months old ; 
who has good feet and legs : 
is beginning to walk? inquires 
mother. 

No shoes at all, replies Ol’ I 
Brady. 

Now, and for the rest of her 
shoes should be regarded as 
evil made necessary by civili 
tion and custom. | 

The health, strength and bea 
of the feet are best preserved 
going, barefoot, or as nearly be 
foot as conditions will permit, r 
and always. 

When foot covering is necess 
to protect the feet the more cle 
ly it follows the soft moccasin 
the better. : 

No stiffening whatever she 
be used in the footwear_of c 
dren under 5 years of age. 

No heels should be permitted 
shoes worn by girls under 12 ye 
of age. ss 

Every child, for that ma 
every adult, should go barefoo 
wear only soft moccasins or 
restraining sandals whenever 
‘wherever this is reasonably x 
sible. 

I am not advising anybody 
make a monkey or a nuisance 
himself. But there are many 
casions and circumstances w 
one may enjoy going barefoot. 
instance, when working in o 
own garden. People who 
tried this often become quite 
thusiastic about the benefits o 
Le’me see, wasn’t there a cr 
back in the nineties for walk 
barefoot on the dew-covered g 
night and morning—the Kne 
cure? 

Weak, pronated or flat f 
weak ankles, are due, not to 
of support for the feet, but to 
herent or constitutional weakr 
or deficiency (for example, 
unrecognized and untreated ric’ 
in childhood); and to loss 
strength in the natural suppo 
muscles and ligaments from 
of use—put an arm in a sling 
it is certain to grow weak f 
lack of use. 

Going barefoot is the finest 
ercise and insures the best 
velopment of the feet. 

Wearing shoes or not wea 
them has nothing whatever tc 
with the size, width or beau 
the feet except so far as impre 
~_ wear weakens and deforms 
eet.

Recovering from an erratic 
round Thursday; Mrs. Page shot 
par golf for four holes and had 
Kirby, the defending champion, 
four down going to the fifth tee. 

DOT THREE-PUTTS. 

Dorothy three-putted the first 
for a seven and pitched her sec- 
ond at two into trouble for a bad 
start. She then settled down to 
three straight pars, but two of the 
perfectly played holes were not 
good enough, as the national 
champion had birdies. 

Kirby went over par again at six 
and was five down. Kirby drop- 
ped a long putt for a birdie and a 
win, her first of the round, at sev- 
en. Mrs. Page three-putted the 
rolling eighth green and lost the 
hole, but won it right back at nine, 
where Kirby three-putted. 

Mrs. Page was four up at the 
turn and was one under par, 
against four over par for Kirby. 

The defending champion played 
her greatest round on the back 
nine, where she finished » four 
strokes under par and recovered 
three of the lost holes. 

GREAT COMEBACK. 

Kirby started the great come- 
back with an eagle three at 10. 
She came right back with another 
win at 12 with a birdie four, after 
a great wood shot from a bunker 
some six feet from the cup.

LAZZERTS BLOW

Charley Grimm and his Chicago 
Cubs’ “board of strategy” fumbled 
one yesterday and, as a result, 
the Pittsburgh Pirates came 
through with a 4-to-1 ten-inning 
victory over the Cubs in their 
series opener.

Anoarentiy No Pressing Liq- 
uidation Overhangs Ex- 
change, Says Hughes.

NEW YORK, May 13.—Once 
again the only encouraging feature 
the stock market presents is the 
way in which volume falls off on 
the reactions. When prices de- 
cline, the turnover decreases. 

There is no pressing liquidation 
overhanging the market. Seem- 
ingly at least, no one is compelled 
to sell stock. Offerings come from 
holders who are distrustful of the 
business or the political outlook 
or both. They do not represent 
speculators whose margins have 
been exhausted. 

In this week’s statement of the 
New York city banks, brokers’ 
loans are down to $468,000,000, a 
year ago at this time they stood 
at $1,133,000,000. The low point 
was touched on April 13 last when 
loans in this classification stood 
at $440,000,000 and it is doubtful 
if the nominal increase since can 
be attributed to stock speculation. 
Some of it, at any rate, is due to 
borrowings by dealers in govern- 
ment bonds. Under these condi- 
tions, the market can go lower, 
but it will not be because of neces- 
sitious sales. 


The professional element in the 
Street, what is left of it, is still 
bearish. For a week or so it wav- 
ered, but now has regained cour- 
age, although selling for short ac- 
count is mostly in odd lots, which 
in itself testifies to the low estate 
of speculation in general. 

Probably this is the explanation 
of the apparent change of trend 
in the odd lots statistics, which 
for the week ending May 7 show 
an excess of sales over purchases, 
By that much, the technical posi- 
tion has been strengthened. Four 
of the higher priced stocks are 
quoted at a premium in the “loan 
crowd.” For these shorts, large and 
small, to realize a profit, real in- 
vestors must make. available to 
them a supply of stocks with 
which to cover. Perhaps the in- 
vestors will accommodate and per- 
haps not. 


For the time being the edge is 
off the buying movement in the 
utilities. A good deal depends on 
the outcome of the negotiations 
between the TVA and the Na- 
tional Power & Light with regard 
to the offer of the city of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., to purchase the elec- 
tric properties of Tennessee Pub- 
lic Service, a subsidiary of Na- 
tional Power & Light. 

There are still a good many 
skeptics about the reported agree- 
ment to discontinue grants of gov- 
ernment funds with which to con- 
struct competiting power plants 
outside of a specified area. The 
feeling is that some of the money 
to be made available under the 
“spending and lending” bill will 
go for that purpose regardless of 
the alleged understanding. It will 
take an official statement to re- 
assure the doubters. Meanwhile 
some of the utility holding com- 
panies are making unexpectedly 
good earnings statement.

NEW GOVERNMENT 
FORMED IN HUNGARY 


‘Strong-Man’ Takes Reins To 
Squelch Growing Nazi 
Movement. 


BUDAPEST, May 13—(P)— 
Bela Imredi, hailed as a “strong 
man” who will squelch Hungary’s 
rapidly growing Nazi movement, 
tonight. formed a new government 
and immediately outlined a pro- 
gram for restoring confidence and 
public order. 

Two hours after succeeding re- 
signed Premier Koloman Daranyi, 
the powerful financial and eco- 
nomic leader addressed a meeting 
of the government party and dis- 
closed plans to introduce two far- 
reaching measures before parlia- 
ment tomorrow. 

Both will be aimed at clamping 
the lid on extremist agitation. One 
would provide more drastic pen- 
alties for disturbing public peace; 
the other would tighten restric- 
tions on the right. of public as- 
sembly. 

The new premier also stressed 
a five-point program for social 
and economic reconstruction which 
he said his government would 
push through without delay. 

He’ said Hungary’s foreign pol- 
icy would remain unchanged. 

Imredi was minister of econom- 
ics in the Daranyi cabinet and also 
president of the national bank. He 
will hold the commerce portfolio 
as well as the premiership. 

It was a coincidence that the 
Daranyi government resigned a 
few hours after its anti-Jewish 
bill passed the house of deputies.

LEAGUE VOTE HITS 


BRITAIN AND FRANCE 


Spanish and Chinese Pleas 
for Aid Bring Virtual 
Rebuke. 


GENEVA, May 13.—(4)—Anglo- 
French leadership in the League 
of Nations suffered a severe blow 
at its prestige today as two war- 
torn nations, China and _ Spain, 
sought moral and material help in 
this capital of collective security. 

White-haired Julio Alvarez Del 
Vayo, representative of govern- 
ment Spain, lost a dramatic fight 
to end the international policy of 
non-intervention in Spain’s civil 
war, but in the League council’s 
vote on his resolution was bitter 
medicine for France and Britain. 

Of the 15 nations voting, only 
two, Poland and Rumania, follow- 
ed France and Britain in rejecting 
the resolution. 


This gave a sufficient margin to 
turn it down since only Soviet 
Russia joined Spain—the latter 
being given a temporary place at 
the council table—in the affirma- 
tive. 

The blow to the Anglo-French 
leadership was in the nine absten- 
tions including even Belgium, pre- 
viously the most loyal follower of 
the two big powers. 

Others abstaining included Chi- 
na and New Zealand, which had 
been expected to vote for Spain; 
Ecuador, Latvia and Peru, who 
had been expected to follow the 
London-Paris line; and_ Bolivia, 
Sweden and Iran. 

China won from the council only 
warm expressions of sympathy in 
her fight for material aid in her 
war with Japan, but Chinese 
sources declared some powers, in- 
cluding Britain and -France, had 
agreed to grant China credits for 
purchase of arms and also assur- 
ance of aid in getting the arms 
into the country. 

The council arranged to go on 
public record as flatly refusing 
material aid. 

Even in a secret session Vis- 
count Halifax, British foreign

The weather spoiled a celestial 
show for thousands of Atlantans 
early this morning, including the 
city’s No. 1 amateur astronomer, 
Judge John D. Humphries, as 
clouds obscured the total eclipse of 
the moon. 

The weather’s practical joke 
meant disappointment for watch- 
ers on roof tops and other vantage 
points, most of whom went to bed 
and gave up hoping for a break in 
the clouds. | 

Judge Humphries, whose hobby 
is peering at the heavens through 
a telescope, was among those who 
did not stay up all night. 

He was at his telescope promptly 
at 12:44 o’clock, however, when 
the moon entered the first stage 
of partial eclipse. The moon went 
into total eclipse at 2:18 o’clock, 
and the shadows of the earth swal- 
lowed the.full moon until 4:09 
o’clock. 

By 5:31 o’clock, the moon was 
well on its way emerging from the 
shadow, and at 6:43 o’clock, the 
lunar phenomena was completed. 

Disappointed sky-watchers in- 
cluded members of the Astronomy 
Club of Tech High school, who 
dedicated their new telescope and

ECCLES MAINTAINS 


Federal Reserve Head Terms 
Amount Modest. 


ATLANTIC CITY,:N. J., May 
13. —(#)— Marriner S. Eccles, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, told the New Jersey Bank- 
ers’ Association today that radical 
reduction of government expendi- 
tures at the present time would 
only make matters worse. 

The government can expect to 
balance its budget only by restor- 
ing the people’s earning power, he 
said, and in view of that he ex- 
pressed belief President Roose- 
velt’s new spending-and-lending 
program was too modest when 
gravity of the present business sit- 
uation is considered. 

The federal reserve chairman 
said he believed “public and pri- 
vately organized groups” had 
largely failed to recognize or dis- 
charge their responsibilities in the 
present recession. 

“T have heard much about co- 
operation,” he said, “but I have 
yet to hear of any organized group 
of industry or labor proposing to 
make a serious study of how their 
policies and practices may con- 
tribute to economic balance.”

Attack Carried to F. oe; Commercial Plane Traffic More

NEW YORK, May 13.—(/)—The 
war was carried to America’s hy- 
pothetical enemy today by the 
General Headquarters Air Force 
in maneuvers along the north At- 
lantic seaboard during which, the 
umpires announced, both sides in- 
curred terrific “losses” of men and 
war planes. — 

For five days the GHQ, the com- 
bat portion of the army’s air 
power, is testing its fast machines, 
its men and its organization under 
conditions simulating those of 
war time. On this, the second day 
of the games, the “enemy” was 
assumed to. have obtained a foot- 
hold on the continent in Chesa- 
peake Bay. 

In savage offensive, the “blue” 
defending. forces attacked the 
“blacks”,-a make-believe coalition 
of Asiatic and European powers,

General Frank M. Andrews, 
chief of the GHQ, used attack type 
planes based at Lancaster and Al- 
lentown, Pa., and Rentsehler field, 
Hartford, Conn., as well as six 
“flying fortresses” based at Har- 
risburg, Pa. 

The “enemy” was adjudged to 
have lost three big aircraft car- 
riers from bombs dropped by

Escaping Death in Japanese Raid, 


To Stick to Post 


Once Buried Alive by Shell Explosion, Son of Atlantan Is 
Not Deterred by Bombings; Explains He Is Getting 


Relatives and friends in At- 
lanta yesterday expressed relief 
when they learned that Dr. San- 
ford Ayers, Southern Baptist 
missionary at Chengchow, China, 
had escaped death in a Japanese 
bombing attack. They also learned 
that he planned “to stay there un- 


til ordered to leave.” 

Dr. Ayers is a son of Dr. T. W. 
Ayers, of Atlanta, for 25 years 
a medical missionary in China, 
and a brother of the late Hartwell 
Ayers, killed in 1930 while serv- 
ing as war correspondent in Pan- 
ama. The Atlanta doctor is now 
attending the Southern Baptist 
convention at Richmond, Va. 

Dr. Sanford Ayers was one of 
three American Southern Baptist 
missionaries at Chengchow who 
narrowly escaped death when 
Japanese warplanes heavily bom- 
barded the Chinese railway cen- 
ter, situated 275 miles north of 
Hankow. 

Once Buried Alive. 

Dr. Ayers went through the 
World War and was buried alive 
by a shell explosion and was re- 
ported dead at one time. 

Dr. Ayers has sent his family to 
Shanghai and wrote a brother, 
Colonel Harry M. Ayers at Annis- 
ton, Ala., that he intended to re- 
main at Chengchow until ordered 
to leave. He is working with sev- 
eral famous London surgeons and 
says he is getting such good train- 
ing he won’t leave. 

The hospital is part of the Bap- 
tist compound at Chengchow. Eight 
bombs hit the compound yesterday 
damaging church buildings and 
causing eight casualties among the 
mission’s Chinese staff. Three 
bombs hit the Italian Catholic 
Parma Society Mission, injuring or 
killing 10 additional Chinese oc- 
cupants. 

The American flag is painted on 
the roof of the hospital building, 
the Anniston publisher said Dr, 
Ayers wrote. 

Reports also stated the Amer- 
ican Southern Presbyterian Mis- 
sion at Suchow, main objective of 
Japan’s central China armies had 
beén bombed by Japanese planes 
May 10 and 11.
